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1. A number of important textile factories of Saxony and Thuringia have been 
requisitioned recently in the following manners 

a. Before the Central Control Commission of the German Economic Commis- 

sion proceeds to investigate a firm, its owners, as well as its presi- 
dent, are arrested and brought separately before the MVDj in some caseB, 
the men are taken directly to prison* Up to now, these checks have in- 
variably resulted in the discovery of some offense against economic 
regulations; however, the accused are given ^4no opportunity to defend 
themselves. / 

b. All finished products stored in the plants are immediately seized and 
carried off, generally by Russian trucks. German government agencies 
are then ordered to carry out expropriation proceedings on the grounds 
of unre liability; the owners are not indemnified for losses incurred.
